The induction of all young Poles since the end 
of June 1950 would be tantamount to a mobilization of the 
Polish Army. There are, however, no further indications to 
this effect. Routine inductions into the Polish Army are 
effected in the fall, There were several exeertions to this 
rule in 1948 and 1949, when conscriptions were also effected 
in the spring. Inductions into the Border Guard Corps (WOP) 
are usually carried out in mid-June, and it is therefore 
considered possible that the information refers to conscripts 
for service with the WOP, 
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
